(HE “ELI” WRECKED 


A Terrible Accident on the C., B. & C. 
Near Monmouth, III. 


FIVE PERSONS KILLED AND BETWEEN 
FORTY AND FIFTY INJURED. 


Heartrending Scenes—The Switch Be- 
lieved to Have Been Tampered With— 
Explosion of a Locomotive— Mother 
and Child Drowned—Qurrries Flooded 
Fatal Injuries—Oasualties. 


GavespcrG, III., Oct, 21.—The Chicago, 
puriington & Quincy fast passenger train No. 
5, which left here at 10:30 o’clock last night, 
met with a terrible accident at the Pottery 
switch, near Monmouth, sixteen miles west 
of bere, twenty-five minutes later. The 
train was running ata high rate of speed. 
The facts show that the switch was partly 
turned and the locomotive left the main track 
and started on the side track. Some of the 
cars behind kept on the main track. As a 
result the whole train of seven cars, save the 
sleeper, was Gerailed and turned over on its 
side, the cars being scattered around in great 


confusion. There was no _ telescoping. 
There were on the engine, Engineer 
— Emery and Fireman Neis 


anderson of this city, and George Courtney, 
the traveling engineer, who went on the trip 
to see how the new locomotive worked. An- 
derson was blown from the cab by the steam. 
Emery and Courtney had no chance to escape 
and their bodies were found close to the loco- 
motive. The baggage andexpressmen were 
thrown across their cars, but miraculously 
ecaped injury. <A young man named Frank 
s Johnson of Avon, who, with W. R. Hardy 
of Abington, was standing on the steps of the 
smoking car, attempted to jump off, was 
thrown under the wheels and killed. Hardy 
jumped and escaped injury. The baggage 
car caught fire, but the fames were promptly 
extinguished by Baggageman John Dore. 
Oscar Zimmerman was pitched through a 
window of the smoking car and was unhurt. 
He hurried back to stop two incoming trains. 

The saddest casualty happened in the first 
chair car, right back ofthe smoker. In one 
gent in the middle ofthe car sat Mr. Geo. 
Allen, his wife and baby, She was next to 
the window and as the car tipped over her 
head was driven through the window and 
she was instantly killed. The baby was 
hurled across the car and save a cut on the 
head was uninjured. Mr. Allen received 
only bruises. He found his baby first, then 
groped his way from the car fora lantern 
and returning found his wife dead. The 
scene after the wreck is said to have been 
heartrending and panicky. The imprisoned 
passengers beat out the windows of the cars 
toeffect their escape. A large force of sur- 
geonsand railroad officials went from here 
and Burlington. In addition to the four 
killed, eighteen were injured, but the in- 
juries of some were so slight that they left on 
the next train. Great surprise is expressed 
that the list of fatalities was not larger.

OUT OF ALASEAN WILDS. 


Return of Prot. Russell’s Expedition to 
Mt. St. Elias. 

PORTLAND, Ore., Oct. 21.—Prof. Israel G. 
Russell, the Alaskan explorer, has arrived 
from Victoria. Speaking of his travels, he 
says: We began the ascent of Mt. St. Elias 
on the 34 of June of this year. Our progress 
was not obstructed until we reached an alti- 
tude of nearly ten thousand feet. There we 
found glaciers before us, but by hard labor 
and several perilous adventures we reached 
a height of 14,500 feet. This had been esti- 
mated as the height of the mountain, but we 
found that the summit of the mountain was 
nearly five thousend feet aboveus. It was 
impossible for us to proceed further. We 
had already suffered many hardships and the 
men were in a weak and exhausted condition. 
By the time we reached Yackitat our men 
had greatly recuperated. The Alaskan In- 
dians were most hospitable to us. We 
stayed at Yackitat until the arrival of the 
Pinta, a Government warship, which had 
been ordered to convey ustoSitka. Ican’t 
say whether another attempt will be made to 
reach the top of Mt. St. Elias. If there is, 
and Iam chosen to lead it, of course there 
are some things that I did not know which 
an experience has taught me. 

The party consisted of T. P. Stainey, Neil 
McCarthy, J. H. Crumback, Frank 8. Wainer 
and Thos. White. White was drowned by the 
upsetting ofa boat. They go direct to Wash- 
ington via Seattle. 


Russell and his pasy landed at Ice Bay in 
July last. This is the nearest approach by 
sea to St. Elias, and two or three attempts 
have been made without success to ascend 
the mountain from this, the west side. It 
was Russell’s intention to makea geological 
and topographical survey on that side of the 
mountain. It was expected that after this 
work was accomplished he would wind 
around the northern or southern base of St. 
Elias and attempt the ascent on the east side, 
which seems to the most favorable point 
of attack. 

Mr. Russell is one of the ablest and most 
experienced geologists in our National Geo- 
logical Survey. e has spent much time 
making surveys and 1 1 the glaciers in 
the Rocky Mountains. This time, however, 
he was heading a private enterprise. He was 
sent out by the National Geographic Society 
of Washington to complete the work he be- 
gan last year of studying the geology and 
rlaciers of the Mount St. Ellas region and 
ncidentally to ascend the mountain if the 
opportunity presented and the feat were 
possible of achievement. 

Mt. St. Elias is situated near the boundary 
line between Alaska and British Columbia, 
not far from the sea-coast. The Lieut. 
Schwatka party, which has recently re- 
turned from a similar expedition in that 
region, relate that on their journey to the 
great mountain they found at Fort Selkirk 
seven men, four from New York and the rest 
from New Hampshire, on a small farm where 
all kinds of vegetables were growing freely. 
The party met multitudes of caribou, moose 
and bear, as well as numerous dirds, but no 
new kinds. At Fort Selkirk Lieut. Schwatka 
hired a band of Indians to help them across 
the unknown country to the foot of the St. 
Elias ranges. When they got in sight of the

GERMAN SOCIALISM. 


Significant Facts Suggested by the 
Work of the Erfurt Congress. 


THE EXTREMISTS HOLD MEETINGS AND 
DENOUNCE THE MODERATE LEADERS. 


Parnell’s Estimate of Some of His Asso- 
clates—M. Fallieres’ Order Arouses the 
Indignation of the Catholic Clergy of 
France—Leprosy Microbes—The Fam- 
ine in Russia. 


BERLIN, Oct. 21.—The work of the Socialist 
Congress at Erfurt has been greatly simpli- 
fed by the withdrawal of the ex 
treme or anarchistic wing. The pro- 
gramme, the discussion of which caused 
the split, has been adopted with little dim- 
culty. It favors the creation of Socialist lit- 
erature for the benefit of the young, and pro- 
viding for the issue of a general vade mecum 
(constant courpanion), and the formation of 
statistical bureaus devoted to the compila- 
tion of facts and figuresin connection with 
socialism. 

The seceding Anarchists have strengthened 
the cause of the majority in the Socialist 
Congress by their appeal to the Anarchists of 
France. The anti-French feeling is very 
strong in Germany now and the course of the 
Anarchists is held as unpatriotic if not 
treasonable. The Governmentis said to be 
seriously considering the arrest of some of 
them. Should any actual agreement be made 
with the French Anarchists for agitation 
against the Government of Germany, ener- 
getic action will undoubtedly be taken to 
punish the agitators. 

The feeling growing out of the dissensions 
atthe Erfurt Congress becomes more bitter 
each hour. Inthiscity lasteveninga great 
meeting of the followers of the seceding 
extremists was held. The feeling was in- 
tense. They cheered the speakers who de- 
nounced the leaders of the moderates as be- 
ing the worst specimens of dictators. 


This con ssof Socialists at the historic 
Prussian city of Erfurt isone of the most im- 
portant therings that has recently oc- 
curred in Europe. These men represent the 
democracy of the German Empire; 
they stand for the frevolutionary senti- 
ment of the country ; He 1 dare 
tell the Kaiser that they are tired of militar- 
ism; that there are better ways of settling 
international questions than by war. 

The growth and — of Socialism in 
Germany has no parallel in European politi- 
cal movements. 

The number of Socialists who voted at the 
elections in 1871 was 101,927. That was 
small, and since that time the following has 
been increased:—In 1874, 851,670; in 1875, 
493,447; in 1878, 487.158; in 1881, 811,961. At this 
— Prince Bismack caused the anti- 

lalist laws to be passed. In 1584 the 
Socialist vote was 549,990; in 1887, 762,128, and 
finally in 1890, 1,341,587. 

Never in Europe hasa party progressed in 
such manner. In 1871 there was but one 
Socialist Depu y, M. Bebel; in 


thirty-six. In 1871 Berlin had Socialist elec- 
tors; in 1 they are everywhere—at Ham- 
burg, Munich, Mannheim, pzig, as also in 


the rural districts. 

The Propaganda is conducted by agents 
chosen by the Central Committee composed 
ot twelve delegates. bi pass from town to 
town holding forth that the anti-Socialist laws 
are abrogated, making speeches and distribut- 
ing their newspapers; for the party has 
forty-nine political journals, nineteen daily 
—one with 125,000 subscribers—twenty-four 
weekly and six bi-weekly publications. The 
party has also a review and an illustrated 
and satirical I In each workshop 
there isa member who receives one of the 
cage newspapers, and whose mission it is 
Oo read these newspapers to his companions. 
Moreover, there are Pro Sea —— 
of which 200,000 are distribut free each 
year. 

The funds are supplied by a weekly call of 
ten Ipfennigs from each member, besides 
the voluntary donations. The party has an 
income of 60,000 marks per annum, whicn is 
spentin the expenses of the Propaganda. 
All the positions, from that of the Chief to 
that ofthe Propagator, are honorary. There 
is a special electoral fund to which the ex- 
traordinary receipts are added. For con- 
demned companions, whose families always 
live at the expense of the party, special col- 
lections are made. 


LEPROSY MICROBE. 


WHAT PASTEUR SAYS OF THE RECENT DISCOV- 
ERY BY AN ENGLISH DOCTOR. 
Paris, Oct. 21.—A few days ago it was 
stated that an English doctor at Simla, In- 
dia, had succeeded in discovering, separat- 
ing and neutralizing the special microbe of 
leprosy. 
M. Pasteur says of the reported discovery: 
»The microbe has been understood for some 
time by medicalmen. The Swedish doctor, 
Hankel, first discovered its existence. He 
showed it to me and I examined it most care- 
fully in his laboratory. The microbe is remark- 
able for its infinitesimal size and its extreme 
activity. It may be found in vast numbers 
even in the cells attacked by the contagion. 
Leprosy usually develops itself in hot 
climates, where the high temperature, the 
absence of hygienic appliances and personal 
uncleanliness aid immensely in its develop- 
ment. Yet in Sweden, where the temperature 
is low, its ravages are great. 
„The English doctor probably found a 
physiological medium favorable tothe culture 
of the microbe, which is an important point. 
There is no doubt that with our growing ex- 
perience leprous vaccine will soon be discov- 
ered. Itis even possible that with the ex- 
perience already gained such a result may be 
at once obtained. To say, however, that lep- 
rosy may, from the present moment, becured 
is quite another affair, as we must await re- 
sults, which are often disappointing.’’

purse tothe famine fund and has issued an 
appeal to the members of the nobility and 
the landed gentry to form fund for 
the relief of the famishing peo — 
It is reported that Jew baiting and anti- 
Jewish riots have occurred at Tehrnigof® and 
that matters grew so bad at that place that 
the troops had to interfere to protect the 
Jews from the violence oftheir persecutors.

EXILES ESCAPE. 


A Systematic Course of Murder Carried 
Out by the Fugitives. 


THE CZAR’S SOLDIERS SCOURING THE 
COUNTRY ABOUT VLADIVOSTOCK, 


Nearly a Dozen Persons Killed by the Es- 
caped Convicts—Vindicated Her Honor 
— Terrible Tragedy at a Wedding—A 
Guest Killed While Defending a Woman 
—Train-Wreckers in England. 


LONDON, Oct. 21.—A telegram from Viadi- 
vostock gives fuller details of the escape of 
exiles and their murderous forays along the 
line of the Trans-Siberian Rallway,which has 
been briefly mentioned in recent dispatches 
from shanghai: 

Sixteen Russian convicts (exiles), sentenced 
to work on the new Trans-Siberian Railway, 
overpowered their guards and escaped be- 
yond the military lines, Having only their 
convict clothing, they knew the useless- 
ness of attempting to leave the coun- 
try, and so have set upon a sys- 
tematic course of murder to obtain other 
clothing. In making their escape two of the 
exiles were shot by the guards, but the others 
got away uninjured. They immediately pro- 
ceeded to a neighboring farm house and 
murdered the three inmates, taking all the 
clothing obtainable. Soon afterwards a 
French navy officer attached to the visit- 
ing French squadron of war ships was at- 
tacked and stripped of his uniform, The 
next day the french officer was given a mill- 
tary funeral, and after the escort had sep- 
arated and the band was returning to quar- 
ters it was attacked and several of its mem- 
bers Killed, their clothes being stripped 
from each victim. The soldiers are 
scouring the country about Viadivo- 
Stock, but the high, thickly- wooded 
mountains and rocky caves afford ample re- 
treat and hiding places from which the con- 
victs can sally out whenever an opportunity 
for attack occurs, and then retreat to their 
fastnesses in the mountains. None of them 
have yet been caught and great fear is 
felt by all people living beyond 
the military lines. The number of 
convicts already at work on the railway is 
very much larger than the soldiers can con- 
veniently guard, and with each steamer from 
St. Petersburg and Odessa several hundred 
more arrive, and itis feared that unless the 
military forces are largely increased the con- 
victs, encouraged by recent successful 
escapes, may rise and overpower their 
keepers and cause a reign of terror 
probably unprecedented, until additional 
soldiers can be sent them. The Russian exile 
has no future to look forward so iong as he is 
in the hands ofthe police or military, and it 
because of this thatthe spark of liberty at 
whatever cost is so much treasured and 
striven for,

GUNS FOR REBELS, 


Europeans Aiding the Revolutionary 
Movement in China. 


ARMS AND DYNAMITE SEIZED BY POLICE 
Ar HONG KONG. 


Mason, the Englishman, Concerned in the 
Plot— A Steamer Laden With Dynamite 
Ascends the Yang-tse-Kiang—Prepara- 
tions for the Proposed Naval Demon- 
stration by Foreign Fleets. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 21.—The Occidental & 
Oriental steamship Oceanic arrived late last 
night from China and Japan. She brings 
further details of the case of Mr. Mason, the 
British subject arrested for furnishing arms 
to rioters in China. The Taotai at Shanghal 
held an investigation on the subject. 

It seems a large amount of rifies and am- 
munition had already been smuggled tn—no 
less than 2,000 stands of urms having been 
received at Chin Kiang alone. When the last 
lot reached Hong Kong the police were sus- 
picious, but did not locate them. After the 
arms had left for Shanghai it was learned 
that they had been shipped as steel in the 
manifest. The Shanghai authorities were 
warned by cable and the arms seized on ar- 
rival. They were in possession of Mr. Mason 
and some Chinese. 

The penalty for furnishing ald to rebels 
against the Chinese Government, the crime 
charged to Mr. Mason, is imprisonment for 
two years at hard labor, $5,000 fine and, 
finally, banishment. Mason was aided by 
six sailors, half ot whom are educated men, 

LADEN WITH DYNAMITE. 

It is believed that the steamer Kawanglee, 
which recently went up the Vang-tse- Klang 
from here, contained a large amount of dyna- 
mite, besides armsand ammunition. There 
seems to be no doubt that a very large num 
ber of Europeans are concerned inthe pres- 
ent conspiracy for rebellion,and it is believed 
thatany action by the Chinese Government, 
looking to the punishment of the rioters, un- 
less backed by a foreign force, would result 
in a general outbreak all over the North. 

The North China News of Sept. 17 says, ed- 
itorially: ‘‘It is startling enough for the pres- 
ent for foreigners to learn that the plot for 
an early outbreak of rebellion was so ripe 
as events have shown it to be. Mean- 
while investigations are going on by 
no means smoothly at Peking. 
The Wuhu official who was said _ to 
have been degraded for his culpable conduct 
during the Wuhu riot, has been presented 
with many testimonials by his countrymen, 
A petition for his restoration to office has 
been circulated and they will be successful. 
The conduct of this man is at the bottom of 
all the trouble. He sent telegrams over 
North China stating officially he had found 
in the houses of missionaries the bodies, eyes, 
etc., of children. This statement, which he 
never retracted, fired the Chinese heart from 
Wuhu to Yepang and was the immediate 
cause of the.riots.’’ 

The meeting of prominent Hanu menand 
their resolution to rebel if necessary to cause 
the expulsion of foreigners, reported pre- 
viously in dispatches from China, has been 
confirmed, 

FLEETS OF FOREIGN NATIONS. 

From the same source itis learned that the 
Yellow Sea is now filled with war vessels 
from every important nation onthe globe, 
and more are coming. Germany has given .- 
up dallying with her old friend, from whom 
she expected great favors, and has several 
vessels ready to enforce her demands. 

In addition to her fleet already in China 
waters France hason the way thither two 
men-of-war, England has her sixteen vessels 
within call, while the United States is pre- 
pared to make a semi-respectable gr oe 
a showing at least in proportion to the 
amount of damages she is entitled to com- 
pared with those claimed by other foreign 
nations. 

The United States has now on the Asiatic 
stations more than double the naval force 
‘she had two monthsago. The force has been 
augmented by three ships of better class 
than those which have been lying in Ohinese 
waters for the last few years. 

Admiral Belknap’s headquarters at Yoko- 
homa, Japan, are within comparatively easy 
reach of the important points on the China 
coast, both north and south. He has under 
his command the Charleston, recently made 
his flagship; the Palos, the Alliance, the 
Alert and the Monocacy, with the Marion on 
her way to Yokohoma and perhaps now under 
immediate orders of the Admira 

Most of these vessels are within the China 
Sea and can reach any port where their pres- 
ence is deemed necessary. The proposed 
naval demonstration, about which so much 
has been heard, it is hinted, may be made 
with the quiet assistance ofthe central gov- 
ernmentin China. Inthis display the small 
vessels of the United States may prove very 


effective in entering waters that larger ships 
dare not venture in.

2 HIS OPPONENT. 


‘Whe Situation in Hamilton County An 
Earnest Campaign—The Kansas Farm- 
ers’ Alliance—Strong Opposition to the 
Re-Biection of President Frank Ne- 
Grath—Elkins and the Wir Portfolio. 


COLUMBUS, 0. Oct. 21.—As the day of de- 
Cision approaches, the strain among the 
party leaders becomes intense. They feel 
that the eyes of the nation are upon them, 
and that upon the turn of events atthe polls 
in Ohio the fate of the national parties de- 
pends. The campaign has developed with 
marvelous rapidity, and its development has 
Deen generally in one direction, The collapse 
of the Republican policy of brag is com- 
plete.

The First Session of the Episcopal 
Missionary Council. 


AN INTERESTING REPORT BY THE 
BOARD OF MANAGERS. 


The Sums Received and Expended— 
Domestic Missions—Rev. Hughes on 
the Ecumenical Council at Washington 
~Generous Gift to a Pastor— The Er- 
worth League Oonference. 


DeTrRoitT, Mich., Oct. 21.—The first session 
of the Episcopal Missionary Council was 
opened at Christ Church yesterday morning. 
Right Rev. Dr. Atwell, Bishop of West Mis- 
souri, preached the sermon. The communion 
services concluded, Bishop Tuttle called the 
business meeting to order. The Chairman 
announced the Committee on Order of Busi- 
ness. The report ofthe Board of Managers, 
read by the general agent, recited the death 
since the last meeting of two ex-officio mem- 
bers of*the board. On Feb. 10 the board 
was informed that the House of Bishops had 
changed the limits of the former mission- 
ary jurisdiction of Arkansas and the 
Indian Territory by withdrawing the Indian 
Territory and Oklahoma, which are erected 
into a separate jurisdiction, with Bishop 
Pierce in temporary charge. Bishop Hare of 
South Dakota was commissioned by the 
Board of Bishops to proceed asits repre 
sentative to Japan, for the purposeof ad- 
ministering the affairsof their jurisdiction 
for a stated period. In June $40,000 had been 
apporpriated for the colored work, the 
money being taken from the general funds. 
The commission having this work in charge 
had distributed $55,590 between seventeen di- 
oceses in the South. Since the last report 
$8,728 had been added to the enrollment fund, 
making the total with interest $1 39,030. 

The children’s offerings for the fiscal year 
were $57,184. The amount appropriated for 
domestic missions was $232,745 and for the 
foreign field $177,005. The council last year 
asked from the church an aggregate of con- 
tributions of $500,000 for general missions. 
Had that sum been received the board would 
have been able to meet all the demands that 
were before it. The gross recaipts of the 
society for the year amounted to $604,361, of 
which sum $41,421 were the proceeds of lega- 
cles. The aggregate of contributions was 
$353,897, of which $130,108 were designated for 
domestic missions, including the work among 
the colored people, and $141,006 for foreign 
missions, leavin at the discretion of 
the board $72,782, which sum was 
equally divided between domestic and 
foreign missions. As compared with the 
previous year these figures show a gain in 
contributions as follows: Domestic, $2,372; 
foreign, $8,588: general, $20,902; total increase, 
$31,813. The report was referred toa special 
committee. 

The order of business for the afternoon was 
the subject of domestic missions, including 
the Indian missions. The secretary read a 
long list of bequests of various sums from all 
parts of the country to the national mission- 
ary fund. Aspeeial report was read of the 
Board of Domestic Missions. In relation to 
this report a resolution was offered by Bishop 
Scarborough of New Jersey to consider and 
determine the advisability of enlarging and 
extending the missionary episcopate.

WILL BE DECIDED. 


Pool Law. 


MORNING. 


The Supreme Oourt Overrules Burgdoer- 
fer’s Motion to Dismiss the State’s 
Writ of Error on Which the Case Was 
Appealed—Next Friday Set for the 
Argument of the Writ. 


JEFFERSON CiTr, Mo., Oct. 21.—The con- 
stitutionality ofthe pool-room law will be 
passed upon by the State Supreme Court. 
This was determined beyond question by the 
action of the State Supreme Court itself to- 
day. The motion ofthe defenseinthe Fred 
Burgdoerfer pool-room case to dismiss the 
writ of error led Dy the 
State came up this morning and 
the Court overruled the defendant’s motion 
and set the writ of error down 
for argument next Friday. In 
other words they have decided 
that the writ of error filed by the State shall 
be argued on its merits next Friday, which 
practically means that the constitutionality 
of the pool-room law will be argued on that 
day, for the State’s writ of error involves 
the constitutionality of the pool-room 
law. By its decision of to-day, 
the State Supreme Court declares that 
the appeal of the State from Judge 
Claiborne’s decision in the form 
of a writ of error is legal 
and properand thatthe Supreme Oourt can 
now pass upon the constitutionality of the 
law. of course the decision of 
the Supreme Court is favorable 
tothe State and against the defense, who 
of 


hoped to have the  S8State’s writ 
error thrown out and to have 
them cut off from appealing the 


case in that manner at least, and if possible 


from any appeal at all. If success- 
ful in prosecuting an appeal, 
the decision of Judge Claiborne 


declaring the law unconstitutional would 
stand and the pool-rooms could run wide 
open. Now the State Supreme Court will 
decide whether the law is constitutional. 
If they sustain Judge Claiborne and declare 
it unconstitutional, of course the pool rooms 
can run until the Legislature meets and 
frames another law which will hold in 
the courts. If, however, the State Supreme 
Court pronounces the law good it will ring 
the death-knell of pool rooms in this State, 
as none of them can make much selling only 
on races run within the State. 


The Burgdoerter Case. 
The Burgdoerfer case was the test case in 


St. Louis of the constitutionality of 
the pool law introduced by Sen- 
ator Stone and passed by the 
last Legislature. This law provides that no 
pools shall sola in the State 
of Missouri on any horse races 
except those run within the State 


and only during the progress of such race 


meetings. The law was drafted from the 
old Tennessee law, and as it made no 
distinction between selling pools on 


tracks or in rooms, its framers hoped it 
would stand. The pool-room men held that 
a law could not stand which per- 
mitted pool-selling at one time 
and not at another or declared pool selling on 
races in the State legalandon races outside 
the State illegai. It was decided 
to test the law and the pool- room 
men retained Ohester H. Krum and James 
O. Broadhead as counsel. All the l 
rooms closed except Furber’s and red 
Burgdoerfer, who was employed in there as 
a pool seller, was arrested. Pend- 
ing his trial and Judge Olaiborne’s 
decision all the rooms in the 
city remained closed. At Burgdoerfer’s trial 
Thom ‘ Harve and Charles 1. 
Noland assisted rosecuting Attorney 
Dierkes for the State. After taking the 
case under advisement Judge Claiborne de- 


clared the law unconstitutional, not on ac- 
count of the points which ft has been 
stated above the pool-room men were 


claiming, but because the title of the law was 


defective. It was entitled a lav to pro- 
hibit pool-sell ing, and Judge Claiborne beld 
that this title was misieading, as the 


law did not prohibit, but merely regu- 
lated pool selling. The title should have 
been, he held, a ‘‘law to regulate 
i-selling,’’ and this error in the title was, 
e declared, fatal. Burgdoerfer was accorda- 
ingly dismissed, and all the rooms 
again threw open their doors and have been 
running ever since. 
Attorney Harvey and his associate counsel 
for the State prepared and filed a 
error to appeal the 
the State Supreme Court, as 
State is cut od from any direct appeal 


in such cases. Mr. Harvey succeeded 
in getting the case to the 
State Supreme Court in this 


form, and in having it advanced on the 
docket of the court despite the efforts of the 


counsel for the defense to pre- 
vent his doing 60. To-day he 
scored another victory over the defense 


when he had the Court overrule the 
motion the defense filed to have his writ 
of error dismissed. Mr. Harvey was at Jef- 
ferson City in person looking after the mat- 
ter. A the writ has been set for 
bearing on its merits Friday an early de- 
Cision of the constitutionality ot the pool- 
room law may be looked for.

Auditor a Thought It Was 
His Duty to Check Crookedness, 


NO SUCH IDEA. 


Contracts Which He Reported Were in 
Violation of the Board’s Rule Were 
Passed Over His Head—Why He Quit 
Objecting—A Further Explanation 
From Director Brady Oalled For. 


Mr. O. L. Hammerstein was made auditor 
by the ‘‘Reform’’ Board, the office being 
created for him. It was loudly proclaimed at 
the time that the board proposed to see to it 
that no bills were run through without due 
compliance with the laws and rules. The 
Salary was fixed at $2;600: But the Auditor 
was madeacreature of the ring and Secre- 
tary of the Building Committee. With the 
best intentions Mr. Hammerstein has been 
made to pull the chestnuts out of the fire for 
the ring: On July 22 the office was created 
and the duties prescribed: He was required 
to flea bond for 310,000. He was made the 
general accountant of the board, the keeper 
of all books, contracts and papers, thus get- 
ting into the hands of the Bullding Commit- 
tee all records and papers. 

He was also given access to any paper or 
book in the possession of any officer of the 
board. 

In the next provision, given verbatim, lies 
the mainspring of the rascality perpetrated 
over the head of the Auditor: 

Sec. 6. All bills against the board shall be attached 
to voucher blanks properly filled out and certified 
and presented to the auditor for examination and 

approval, add no bill or claim for text books, sup-

tent authority under the rules of the board, and the 
proper certificate attached, showing that the work 
was actually dose, or services rendered or articles 
furnished as charged in the bill, and that the price 
charged 1s reasonable, or is atcoraing to agree- 

ment or contract, and if in the opinion of the 
Auditor the rules of the board have not been com- 
plied with, or that there was ko authority to create 
such liability, he shail reject the claim and report it 
to the board with his objection thereto, and if the 
board shall order the claim paid, not withstanding the 
Auditor's objections; or if he board shall reject any 
claim or demand approved by the Auditor and rec- 
ommended for payment by the Auditing Committee, 

the vote on such order of payment or rejection shall 
be taken by yeas and nays. 


HAMMERSTEIN SAT DOWN ON. 

Mr. Hammerstein started out to execute 
his duty and was so conscientious on several 
occasions as to refuse to ‘‘audit’’ bills 
legally incurred and for amounts over the 
$100 limit. He does not do this now. Director 
O'Connor, Chairman of the Auditing 
Committee, sat GdoWn hard on him and he no 
more lifts his feeble voice in protest. Bilis 
go right through as though greased now. It 
was inthis way: 

The Post-DispatTcnu has already stated that 
the rules of the board forbid the letting of 
any contract for more than $100 without ad- 
vertisement, bidding and a special author- 
ization of the board.

This 
Constable Murphy showed from the 
record books. Constable James Coughlin of 
Judge Sheehan’s court said an execution was 
issued against Rooke in favor of Walz for 
$22, but that persons against whom execu- 
tions are issued are always allowed ten days 
in which to take an ~ ye and thatan exe- 
cution is never seryed during that time, un- 
less the plaintiff desires it. Constable 
Coughlin said that Walz did not agk to have 
the execution in question served forthwith. 
The appeai term expired on Saturday last 
and no service could be made 
Sunday, and only two days have 
elapsed without’service. The Constable has 
been actively hunting for Rooke to-day.

Unveiling the Monument in Memory of 
the Gifted Georgian. 


THE CBREMONY WITNESSED BY AN N- 
MENSE GATHERING AT ATLANTA. 


Gov. Hill ot New Yotk Delivers thé Ora- 
tion Distintutshed Men Present From 
All Parts of the Sotith—Inécriptions on 
the Tablets Preserving Gems of the 
Dead Journalists Speeches. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Oct,. 21.—The monument 
erected in memory of Henry W. Grady on 
one of the principal streets of Atlanta was 
unveiled to-day in the presence of the Gov- 
ernor of New York, the Governor of Georgia 
and a large assemblage of Southern people. 
The universal love and respect in which 
Henry Grady was held, more than the pres- 
ence of New York’s chief executive, gave to 
the occasion more than local interest. The 
entire nation was interested in the erection 
of the monument, and Atlanta felt to-day as 
though the nation’s sympathies were with 
the people in honoring the distinguished 
dead. The hour set for the ceremony 
was high noon. A cloudless sky in the East 
this morning gave promise of a bright day. 
The promise was fulfilled, for when the hour 
for assembling, 10:30 o’clock, arrived the 
sun shone brigntly on the busy streets of the 
city. The sound of music and the tramp of 
marching feet had been heard all through 
the forenoon asthe military companies and 
the civil organizations, which were to take 
part in the parade, marched to the place of 
assembling. The procession formed on 
Mitchell street, its right resting on Washing- 
ton street, and extending along Capitol 
avenue, past the State Capitol. The cavalry 
and the carriages which were to convey the 
Governor ot the State and distinguished 
guests of the occasion to the monument were 
ranged along the east side of the capitol. A 
local committee, headed by the President of 
the Grady Monument Association, Mr. 
Northen, had called at the hotel and escorted 
Gov. Hill to the State Capitol, where Gov. 
Northen received him. 

Mrs. Grady, with her son and daughter, 
were in waiting in the Governor’s room with 
the members of the Grady Monument Com- 
mittee. Shortly before 11 o’clock Gov. Hill 
Was escorted to a carriage, drawn by four 
white horses, which stood at the foot of the 
capitol steps? He was accompanied by Gov. 
Northen, Mrs. Northen and Clark Howell, 
who succeeded Henry Grady as managing 
editor of the Atlanta Constitution, Mrs. Grady 
and her children were escorted to another 
carriage, and the distinguished Visitors from 
New York were distributed with members of 
the Monument committee in the carriages 
following. 

THROUGH THE STREETS. 

When the guests had taken their places in 
their carriages the news was carried to the 
Grand Marshal, Col. W. E. Calhoun, by one 
of his aides, and a few minutes after the 
command to march was given. Marshal Cal- 
houn rode at the head of the coltimn with 
ten aides—five from the Fourth Georgia Bat- 
tallion in full uniformand five tn civilian 
dress with gray sashes and leggihs. The pro- 
cession was in six divisions. A squad of 
mounted police led the way, followed by the 
famous Mexican Band. Then came the 
Fourth Battalion, withthe Grady Cadets, a 
battalion of police, the Atlanta Artillery and 
the Moreland Park Cadets. 

Following the line of carriages came the 
fire department with seven compdaniés and 
seventy men in line. Mayor Hemphill had 
declared the day a holiday and almost all the 
stores along the line of march were closed, 
while the sideWalks were thronged with cit- 
izens of Atianta and visitors from the sur- 
rounding county who had come in on tite 
morning trains. There were comparatively 
few decorations on the buildings. The pro- 
cession passed through the principal streets 
of the city. 

As the first division passed ths monument 
the Grady Cadets were detached and they 
surrounded the platform about the statue as 
a guard of honor. The procession passed on 
through Forsythe stréet to Walton and back 
to Marietta, returning to positions about 
the monument after tne Governor and his 
guests had left their carriages. Gov. Northen, 
Gov. Hill and the other 6sts, with the 
members of the Monument ‘ommittee, took 
seats on the stand, where accommodations 
had been provided for five hundred. 

THE STATUE UNVEILED. 

Gov. Hill Was greeted with lond applause 
by the crowd which had assembled about the 
monument and which filled Marietta street 
in both directions. It was shortiy after noon 
when the Mexican band having rendered a 
se lection, President Northen called the as 
semblage toorder. Miss Gussie Grady, the 
Only Gaughter of Henry Grady, then stepped 
forward and drew tbe cord which heid She 
canvass in place about the figure on the 
montment. The cloth slipped from the 
statue leaving the bronze figure revealed. it 
was groe eted with cheer gut cheer by the 
great assembiy. 

THE MONUMENT. 

The statue is of bronze, heroic sizé, nine 
feet high and east in one of Mr. Grady’s fay- 
orite attitudes.

A NEW EBLEVATED ROAD 

A recent combination of the Ra pid soem 
Railway Co. of Missouri, organized by S. F 
and T. A. Scott; and the St. Louis Unicycle 
Ratiway Co. under the direction of Hamilton, 
Daughaday who has several other local cap- 
italists assdciated with him in the enter- 
prise, proposes to build an elevated road 
over the route for which a franchise was 
granted to the Scott syndicate. A meeting 
to promote this enterprise is to be held the 
first Monday in December when the new com- 
pany will be fully organized. 

To thoroughly test the unicycle system, 
which has been —t developed at the old 
Real Estate Exchange, it is proposed to first 
construct a line of the road on Tiurman bou- 
levard ,from Tower Grove Park north to Park 
avenue, thence westto and along the sonth 
side of Forest Park to the Skinker road,and on 
to Benton.

John O’Day’s Firm Grip on Frisco Rail- 
road Property. 


SUITS BROUGHT TO FORCE HIM TO 
LOOSEN IT. 


The Former Frisco Magnate Makes No 
Ciaim of Ownership, but Still Retains 
Certain Land Titles in His Own Name— 
General Counsel Kenna’s Gentle Re- 
minder. 


A peculiar legal fight between the St. Louis 
& San Francisco Railroad and John O'Day, 
the former Vice-President and general 
| counsel of that road, bas been begun this 
[week. The Frisco road, through its at- 
torneys, has brought suits against O Day 
in the counties of Green, Christian, Law- 
rence, Jasper, Barry and Newton in this State 
to compel him to convey the titles of certain 
lands in those counties to the St. Louis 
& San Francisco Railroad, the alleged right- 
ful o#ners of the land in question. It is al 
legedin the petitions that the lands were 
bought by O' Day, and the bills placed tn his 
name while he was an officer of the Frisco 
road; that they were bought at foreciosure 
gales and paid for bythe Frisco road, but 
that Since Mr. O'Day was deposed from 
office in the company he has falled to convey 
the titles of the land to the Frisco road, as 
should have been done, and for that reason 
the suits are being brought. 
MAKES NO OLAIM. 

The remarkable feature of the case is that 
although the defendantin the present suit 
has never asserted any claim to ownership of 
the land, or decisfvely refused to convey the 
title to the Frisco road, he has nevertheless 
for pearly two years held the land in his 
name, and 80 practically set at naught the 
’Frisco’sciaim. The reason for such action 
is believed to arise merely from pique on 
the part of the deposed Vice-President, 
at his removal from office in the Frisco sys 
tem, but the case is almost unique, according 
to the story toid by the Frisco people, as an 
instance of an individual retaining his hold
